OIL-BURNING LANTERNS 
FOR GIY’S NRPORT 


Device Is Temporary, Pandieg! 
Appropriation for Electric 
Marking System. 


Lambert-St. Louis Field, the 


city’s municipal airport, is to be 
lighted by  oil-burning lanterns 
until a temporary field marking 
eystem of electric lights can be in- 
stalled. 

A hnudred lanterns, supplied by 


_the city Street Department, wil! be 


strung around the field on poles 
and lighted for the first time to- 
night. Manufacturing buildings 
and hangars are already equipped 
with red hazard lights, and addi- 


tional red lights-are to be. placed 


on two i grain elevators at the 
northwest corner of the field. 

The lantern markers were sux- 
gested by members of the Tech- 
nical Committee of the $2,000,000 
airport at a meeting at Roosevelt 
Hotel last Sunday, and will remain 
In service until a temporary elec- 
tric marking system can be in- 
stalled at a cost of about $4000. 
The committee discarded the

portions of the temporary electric 
system, consisting of white lights 
mounted on standards encircling 
the field at 200-foot intervals, can 
be used in the permanent mark- 
ing system to be installed later.

After serving five months, Rus- 
sell said, he resigned because he 


‘could not “agree” with Howard's 


lieutenants and could not name his 
deputies. James G. Buchanan, who 
succeeded him as Marshal, Russel! 
said, paid $2000 to get the job. 

Russell also testified that D. W. 
Duckworth, Postmaster at Men- 
denhall, Miss., paid 8. D, Redmond 
a member of Howard's executive 
committee $700 for that appoint- 
ment.

AN EARLY SEISMOGRAPH. 

The first seismograph was invented by the Chi- 
nese Choko in 136 A. D. The device is described by 
the Rev. James B. Macelwane, S. J., of St. Louis 
University as follows:

jlong as the pendulum remained still the balls were | 

undisturbed. But if the pendulum swung ever so} 
little in any direction that ball was pushed out of the 
corresponding dragon's mouth and dropped into the 
mouth of a frog waiting below, which then bobbed 
up and down very vigorously. Inside the bell was 
'a device for recording the motion of the pendulum.” |

-ing by Circuit Judge Westhues of Cole County which 
knocks cut the monopolistic feature of the motorbus | 
' regulatory law. The tommission had denied the ap- | 


| plication of the Detroit-Chicago Motor Bus Co. (Ni- |

Sun Lines) for permission to operate intrastate busses | 
‘between St. Louis and Kansas City on Highway No. | 
40. That action was taken. on the ground that two. 
bus lines are already holding permits on that route 
(and are rendering adequate service. The company 
went to the courts, charging the commission has no 
power thus to restrict bus operation. 

Judge Westhues feels that competition should be | 
permitted among the bus lines and that the public 
should have the benefit of this competition. By an’ 
order of the commission the bus fare from St. Louis | 
to Kansas City is $7 and bus lines are compeiled to | 
refrain from competitive rate cutting. Interstate pas | 
sengers, however, are carried by the Ni-Sun Lines be | 
tween those points for $4.50. Permission to carry in- | 
terstate passengers Was granted by the commission | 
while the Ni-Sun’s [ntrastate application was pend- 
ing in court.

WHEN DIETING IS FUTILE. 
The medical profession is beginning to take cogni- 
zance of a fact which has become a sort of standing 
joke among laymen, namely, that a person of excess 
weight may exercise faithfully and diet couscien- 
tiously for a long period, only to discover that he 
has lost no weight or has even cained a few pounds. | 
Mere arrangement of a standardized diet whereby | 
the body gets fewer calories than its norma! need | 
does not always cure the abnornral condition. Some 
specialists now are viewing many cases of obesity . 
as a disease, and not the result of wrong habits in 
eating or exercising. Treating each patient with a 
standardized mathematical prescription of carbohy- | 
drates and fats has been found to bring such varying | 
results that it is now playing a secondary role. 
The new method of treatment is through correcting | 
the malfunctioning of the endocfine or ductless glands | 
of the body, particularly the pituitary aad thyroid. | 
Cases of obesity in children are found nearly always| 
to be due to glandular malactivities. The fat boy in 
Dickens’ “Pickwick” fs the classical example of such | 
pituitary disorder. The amount of food consumed 
is not the primary or sole cause of added weight when 
the glandular secretions are abnormal; hence dictings 
and exercise are unavailing in such instances.

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March 2 is the 100th anniversary of Carl Schurz’ birth; the great German-American 
who came to the United States after the revolution of 1848 and made himseif a 
powerful force in American hfe, will be remembered with celebrations on both sides 
of the Atlantic; Missouri will honor its famous Senator.

N the second of March falls the one 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
Carl Schurz, foremost among those Ger- 


0 


man liberals who came to this country after 
the abortive revolution in 1848. and have 


contributed mightily tothe greatness of 
America. Plans are under way suitably to 
celebrate not only his remarkable place in 
the history of both countries, but his con- 
tribution to the development of the whole 
liberal movement of the world. Especially 
in these days of the restoration of good un- 
derstanding between this country and Ger- 
many, and broader exchange of their mod- 
ern, cultural advantages, no note could be 
struck more helpful than fhat vibrating in 
his great career. 

In both countries the centenary will be 
observed. The exact form which the cele- 
bration will take in the United States can- 
not be stated at this moment. A repre- 
sentative committee is being organized in 
New York, in whose name a celebratory 
meeting or banquet will be given: there will 
be also asdemonstration of the German- 
American societies. There will be effort to 
raise a very considerable sum for the en- 
dowment of an institution for the perma- 
nent promotion of the inter-related cu!- 


tural, intellectual and humanitarian inter-— 


ests of the two peoples.

Celebrations will be held also in Missouri. 
which State Schurz served as United States 
Senator: in Illinois and in Wisconsin. The 
latter State is publishing a biographical! vol- 
ume, Schurz in Wisconsin, covering the pe- 
riod of his residence there and his political 
activities immediately prior to the Civil 
War. The Iilinois German-American socie- 
ties are devoting their Year Book exclusive- 
iy to Schurz. 

In Germany there will be celebrations in 
Berlin and Hamburg, in the citv of Born. 
where Sehurz spent his university days. 
and at his birthplace. the Fihenish village 
of Liblar The promotion of the German 
plans will fall generally upen the Verein- 
i<ung Karl Schurz, the society devoted to 
encouraging German-American relations 
and especially to weicoming Americans to 
Germany. Under the efficient secretaryship 
of Dr, Gertrud Ferber, the society has made 
extraordinary progress in quickening Inter- 
est throughout all Germany in the cen- 
tennial and in its significance. The society 
is issuing a memorial volume, of contributed 
articies abont Schurz’s career, expected to 
include prefatory chapters by President 
Hindenburg and President Coolidge. 

It is expected that there will be appro- 
Priate exercises both in the German Reich- 
stag and in the United States Senate of 
which Schurz was a member. 

At the time of the death of Schurz in 
May, 1906, a national committee, under 
the chairmanship of the late Joseph H. 
Choate, raised a memoria! fund approxi- 
mating $200,090. From this, endowments 
of $20,500 each were given to the Civil 
Service Referm League, the presidency of 
which Mr. Schurz held for m years: to 
Hampton Institute, to which were sent the 
first Indians chosen by Schurz for Govern- 
ment education, and to the Society for Ger- 
manistic Culture. Alse there were pub- 
lished and widely circulated the six volumes 
of Letters and Addresses, of Schurz. The 
main accomplishment, however, was to erect 


| 
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in New York City, in bronze and stone, the 
imposing Schurz monument, werk of the 
late Carl Bitter. It was unveiled in May. 
1913, in the presence of the German Am- 
bassador, the Mayor of New York, and one 
of the most imposing civil and military 
gatherings in the city’s ‘history. A notable 
address was delivered by George McAneny. 
then president of the Board of Aldermen. 
who long had been associated with Schurz 
as secretary fof the Civil Servicé Reform 
League. 

Six months after Schurz’s death, on Nov. 
, 1906, an immense memorial meeting in 
Carnegie Hall was presided over by Mr. 
Choate, and addresses were delivered by ex- 
President Cleveland. Presiéent Eliot of Har- 
vard University. Prof. Eugene Kuhneman, 
president of the University of Breslau. 
Charies J. Bonaparte, Secretary of the Navy. 
Richard Watson Gilder, Prof. Schumacher 
of the University of Bonn and Booker T. 
Washington. Those who were at that meet- 
ing well remember its extraordinary char- 
acter, the surging about the hall of many 
thousands wnable to gain admittance, and 
the demonstration of reverent and affee- 
tionate feeling within the hall. almost un- 
precedented in the history of New York 
City.

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TIRED OF THEIR JOBS, 
From the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
HE present British House of Commons 
has such a topheary Conservative ma- 
i@vity that an overthrew of the dominan’* 
party at this vear’s general elections would 
seem to be highiy unlikely. With 418 Con- 
servatives as against 39 Liberals and 153 
Laborites one would say that the party in 
power is in no danger of becoming a mi- 
nority as a result of the voting next May. 
As a matter of fact. there is a real danger. 
though not as yet an actual probability. that 
the Government of the British realm may 
pass from the contra! of the Tories. 

The present Conservative majority is abe 
normal, due to popular reaction against Lib- 
eral bungling and the unworkableness of 
the MacDonald coalition Government. Con- 
servatives were clected by many constitu- 
encies normaliy strongly anti-Conservative. 
and now a considerable group of these mem- 
bers positively decline to stand for re. 
election, Campaign expenses range from 
$2500 to $5000, which is a high price to 
pay for the privilege of being defeated. In 
more than i60 constituencies now repre- 
sented by Conservatives the party leaders 
find it practically impossible to draft a can- 
didate. Incidentally, the salary of a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons is only $2060 
a year, and any BEritish Parliament may 
not endure even for one year, 60 that even 
& successful candidate may find himeeif 
heavily out of pocket. 

The present indications are that the next 
Parliament will contain no unwieldy Con- 
servative Majority. and there is a distinct 
peasibility that the Liberals and Laborites 
may return @ cOalition majerity.

I’ the measure of a drama’s 
J ereatness is to be taken by the 
vard stick of the - box office 
“Strange Interlude,” which began 
its unique career at the American 
Theater at 5:30 yesterday after- 
noon, is a truly great play. An au- 
dience which filled every seat j1 
the Market street show house and 
overflowed into the orchestra pit 
and into the almost never used 
third balcony up among the raft- 
ers, sat through the nine acts of 
Eugene O'Neill's unusual play. Few 
of the army of listeners cared to 
take the full hour and 20 minutes 
which was alloted to them at 7:45 
as a supper interval and the id- 
vance sale of tickets is so great 
that a crowd of equal proportions 
is guaranteed for the remaining 12 
performances of the drama. 
That _ success and greatness are 
not of necessity, synonymous will 
be admitted pretty generally— 
“Abie’s Irish Rose,”’ for instance, 
is just one case in point—and de- 
spite the fairly unanimous accord 
of the critics the present reviewer 
is inclined, while granting the wide 
appeal of “Strange Interlude,” to 
fly into the face of certain protest 
a storm of Letters From the 
People and say that Mr. O'Neill's 
play owes its enormous success 328s 
to the fact that it isa 
“stunt” and to almost unbelievably 
perfect and masterful press agen- 
try as it does to any message which 
the author has tried to convey. 
This is not to be taken as any 
disparagement of Mr. O'Neill's 
drama as a thoughtful theatrical 
entertainment—the word enter- 
tainment being here used in its 
broadest sense—nor as a denial of 
its ability to entertain but, since 
by its very methods of exploitation 
it has asked for a discussion of its

well executed. 

As a matter of fact “Strange In- 
terlude” igs surely more of a story 
than it is a play. Seeing it is like 
sitting back and having the book 
of the month read to you and one 
might easily enough sit with closed 
eyes throughout the performance 
and enjoy a most pleasant evening. 

The frequently unnecersary, and 
at times unconvincing “asides” add 
to the bookish air of the play, and 
yet, without these mental images, 
heard rather than seer by the 
audience, Mr. O’Nelll would have 
no play at all for they are the 
very backbone of his drama. 

As to the much discussed use of 
these ‘“‘asides” it might be said 
that, strictly speaking, Mr. O'Neill 
has not actually used hem at all. 
The dramatists of an older day, 
presenting their plnys b fore less 
scphisticated audiences than we 
moderns, found it necessary to 
have their characters talk, to no 
one in particular, lines which 
made clear what was going on or 
what would go on in the play 
itself. These lines were the 
“asides” which were dropped from 
dramatic construction when it was 
discovered that audiences had be- 
come-able to figure some things 
out for themselves, ana, in addi- 
tion, were beginning to demand that 
the characters in front of them act 
as human beings act—and few 
human being go around talking to 
themselves as they did in the plays 
of 25 or more years ago. 

Mr. O'Neill has not, discussion 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 
revived this older method of dra- 
matic technique. What he has 
done, at times, is to have his very 
human personages speak the 
thoughts which are running 
through their minds expressing in 
the only way possible to convey it 
to the audience, what is going on, 
not behind the scenes but behind 
the mask of convention which re- 
quires anyone, at times, to say one 
thing while actually thinking 
something different or to talk on 
one subject while something en- 
tirely foreign to the actual discus- 
sion, is running through the speak- 
er’s brain. 

To say then, that Mr. O’Neill has 


revived an ancient form of play 
construction is untrue and to say 
that his method of doing what he 
has done is faulty technique is be- 
yond the point. He has done just 
what he set out to do in the only 
manner he had available. The 
same thing is done, possibly bet- 


ter, in the trick photography of the 


movies but the author of “Strange 
Interlude” has not resorted to any 
violence of tradition of the art of 
the stage in his play. 

But if no violence has been done 
to drama the dramatic weakness 
of “Strange Interlude” lies in these 
“asides’’—let us call them that for 
lack of 2 better word. They leave 
nothing for the actor to interpret 
for Mr. O’Neill has interpreted 
everything for him and, as said 
before, the piece is read rather 
than played. If it were possible 
for these mind pictures to be spok- 
en as rapidly as thoughts flit 
through a person’s brain they 
would be more effective but, of 
necessity, they must be spoken 
clearly, and slowly enough for the 
audience to catch them and, it 
follows, that dramatic action Is 
sacrificed to dramatic conversa- 
tion. 

Considering “Strange Irterlude” 
as a book instead of a drama it is, 
in the main, splendidly read to its 
audiences. Occasionally Miss Paul- 
ine Lord gives the impression that 
she is reaching into the air for her 
lines but this, too, may be part of 
the whole trick, for she is 29 superb 
actress and surely no one could 
read from a book at that great 
length without sometimes falter- 
ing over the words, 

It is around Miss Lord that the 
story revolves. It lays bare her 
life, her soul, her heart — from 
the time she is a young wom- 
an, fresh from college, until, 
as an old woman, she seeks rest 
and happiness just this side of the 
grave with the one man who had 
loved her all of the time and who 
had watched over her while she 
gave herself to other men during 
the course of her neurotic exist- 
ence. It is a powerful stcry of a 
woman doomed to get nowhere 
in her pursuit of the unattainable 
because, mentally at least she is 
always faithful to her first and 
only love who was snatched from 
her by the war and left dead upon 
the fields of Flanders. The frank- 
ness with which childbirth and 
other phases in a woman's life are 
discussed are at times startling but 
never objectionable, and last 
night’s audience, not always in 
tune with the _ spirit of the 
drama, laughed at the lines which 
called for sober thought rather 
than snickers. 

Little more need be said of the 
story of the play. It is already 
famillar to theater goers who will 
see it or who will be disappointed 
in not being able to purchase seats

HE Strand is, like Broadway, 
Tone of the cross roads of the 

world. Standing in the horse- 
shoe court entrance to the Savoy 
this morning I exchanged greet- 
ings with a half dozen from over 
yonder and saw at least a dozen I 
knew by sight.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—An ap- 
peal to paper box board manufac- 
turers to maintain restrictions on 
| output and reduce competition in 
the interest of labor was made at 
a conference of the industry here 
today by Secretary of Labor Dav- 
is. 

By repeated conference under- 
standings, since 1924, leaders in 
the industry have agreed to limit 
production, apd reduce working 
time, Davis said, but have been un- 
successful in attaining their de- 
sired ends because not all makers 
would stick to the five-day week. 

“Prices on box board have drop- 
ped to a ruinous-level,” Davis said. 
“Now comes the threat from some 
that the only alternative to short- 
er working hours would be to cut 
wages. This is wholly unnecessary 
if the working hours are held to a
